If the German coast line is pushed 
northward to the Gulf of Riga or be- 
yond, the international status in the 
Baltic is bound to be greatly affect- 
ed, but whether Germany wou!d 
close “the Northern Dardanelles” is 
doubtful enough.

SETTLEMENT OF OUR IDLE LANDS ~~ 
QUESTION OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 


LARGE AREAS ARE. IN HANDS OF SPECULATORS 


Twenty Million Idle Acres of Arable Land in the Three Prairie 
Provinces, a Condition Which is Holding Up Productive 
Effort in a Time of National Stress 


A short time ago Dr, J. G, Ruth- 
erford, addressing a mecting at Cal- 
@ary, is reported to have made the 
statement that although there are 
aboyt 80,000,000 acres of arable land 
in k province of Alberta, and al- 
though it is now practically impos- 
sible to find a desirable: homestead, 
there are under cultivation 
000,000 acres. 

Mr. J. Bruce Walker, commission- 
er of immigration at Winnipeg, _ is 
authority for the statement that 
there arc_ 20,000,000 acres of arable 
Jand in Manitoba Saskatchewan, and 
Alberta in the possession of railway. 
companies, the Hudson Bay Co., and 
other large corporations, 

The total land area of the province 
of Saskatchewan is placed at 155,- 
764,100 acres, Of this» amount 94,- 

,000 acres are estimated: as being 
available and fit for crop production, 
but only 36,800,698 acres are at pres- 
ent occupied as farm land, and_ of 
this amount only 19,632,206, or ‘about 
one-half, is improved land, and only 
14,678,042 acres were in crop last 

ear, In other words, out of 94,000- 

acres estimated as being avail- 
able and fit for agricultural produc- 
tion, 80,000,000 acres were not in crop 
last year. 

With almost 60,000,000 acres of 
arable land in Saskatchewan unoccu- 
picd, there are less than 5,000,000 
acres now available for homestead 
entry, and generally speaking, this 
homestead land is so far removed 
from railway and other marketing 
facilities as to be impracticable ~for 
immediate occupancy and develop- 
ment, 

There is only one conclusion that 
can be drawn from these figures, 
says the Regina Leader, and that is 
that much of this land is in the hands 
of speculators, who secured it at a 
very nominal price, and who are 
holding it for sale at unreasonably 
high prices with a view to becoming 
inordinately rich out of it, not as a 
result of their own labor, but purely 
by parasitical speculation. 

Speaking of the situation in Alber- 


t#®-and what is true of Alberta is 
true of Saskatchewan as well—the 
Alberta Farmer declares that the 


Jand can only be had by paying a 
big price for it, and yet the holders 
of this uncultivated land have done 
nothing, and will do nothing, to help 
increase its value, and refuse to make 
any productive use of it at a time 
when the whole world is crying for 
food. 

This condition of things, which is 
paralyzing productive effort and the 
development of these western pro- 
vinces, calls for action on the part of 
both the Dominion and Provincial 
governments. In regard to some of 
these matters the provincial govern- 
ment and legislature have no juris- 
diction; action must be taken at Ot- 
tawa. Mr. J. Bruce Walker urges 
that the lands which are now held 
the Hudson 
Bay Co., and other large corporations 
which obtained them from the Do- 
minion, should be utilized by the fed- 
eral authorities for the returned sol- 
diers who will undertake farming 
under the Soldiers’ Settlement Act. 
And force is added to this sugges- 
tion by the statement that the bulk 
of these 20,000,000 acres are situated 
reasonably near to railways. 


Big Bertha Gun Destroyed 


German Long Range Cannon Dani- 
aged Beyond Repair by 
French Aviator 


ao one of the German long- 
frauye guns, which have been bom- 
barding Paris, was destroyed, is des- 
cribed by the Petit Parisien, All the 
signs that “Bertha” (a French nick- 
name for the big Germar. guns, re- 
ferring to Bertha Krupp) was going 
to fire had been noticed, The smoke 
curtain had gone up. All around 
there was a chorus of loud reports. 
Undoubtedly Bertha and two or three 
hundred 70-metre naval guns were 
firing simultaneously to disguise the 
whereabouts of the big cannon. 
After a short pause the firing was 
resumed, ‘This time ten naval guns 
supplied the obligato . French aerial 
observers were on the lookout, how- 
ever, and French guns opened fire in 
their turn. The aviators signalled 
quickly that the result of the first 
salvo was most promising. ‘Two 
heavy shells exploded 250 yards 
north of the big gun, tearing up the 
leading to the con- 
crete gun platform. The firing. was 
continued, getting closer and closer, 
until finally two enormous shells 
went through the camouflage. Two 
formidable explosions were heard 
and the discomfitted Germans saw 
“Bertha” damaged beyond repair 
with a rent 50 feet long in .the bar- 
rel. The aviators réported ‘that they 
could see plainly through the camou- 
flage two gaping craters in tho plat- 
form. j 
“French gunners then. set about 
preparing to dcstroy the third Ber- 
tha, but thus far they have not suc- 
ceeded, for shells arrived in Paris’

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Planning the Next War 


If a Patched-up Peace Leaves the 
Teutons Free to Preserve and 
Develop Their Militarism 


It is said that dipsomaniacs are 
sometimes cured of their disorder by 
saturating all their food in their fav- 
orite beverage until they revolt at 
the sight, smell, and taste of it. But 
the kaiser, drunk with blood, finds 
that appétite grows by what it feeds 
on. He can turn from the shambles 
of Picardy and the sorrow, misery, 
atid ruiti he has spread over Europe 
to plan deliberately for a-revival of 
those-horrors when the nations patise 
for breath. Colonel Carnegie of the 
imperial munitions board has just re- 
ceived from England a pamphlet des- 
cribing the “Kaiser Wilhelm Trust. 
for Promotion of War Science” as 


tfollows: 


'“The kaiser has approved the foun- 
dation of a trust with the name: giv- 
en above. The aim of the trust is to 
further the development of scientific 
and technical aids to warfare by 
uniting the scientific and the military 
forces of the country for . work to- 
gether, The scientific work is to be 
carried on by the following technical 
committees | (or commissions): 

“a) Committee for chemical 
raw materials for the production of 
munitions manufacturing materials. 

“(2) Committee for chemical war 
materials (powder, explosives, gas, 
and the like). 

“(3) Committee for physics, in- 
cluding baltfstics,, telephony,  teleg- 
raphy, determination of targets and 


pie measurements, and the 
ike, 
“(4) Committee for engineering 


and communication, 

“(5)-Committee for aernonautics, 

“(6) Committee for obtaining and 
preparation of metals,” 

This is not merely a plan for co- 
ordinating the scientific and military 
forces of the country for the pur- 
poses of the present war. They have 
been working together too well. 
German science has given German 
militarism all the diabolical weapons 
that its infernal ingenuity could de- 
vise. The Kaiser Wilhelm Trust— 
what an appropriate patron it will 
have!—looks to the permanent and 
continuous co-operation of these 
twin servants of Satan, so that in 
the period of peace to come tlicy will 
prepare for another war and = equip 
Germany with even more potent ter- 
rors. This is what is in store for. the 
world if a patched-up peace leaves 
the Teutons free to preserve and-de- 
velop their military organizatiqn, to 
nurse their criminal ambitions, and 
weave again their hideous. plots 
against the frecdem of nations. There 
must be no “next” war. Either Prus- 
sian militarism must be “wholly and 
finally destroyed,” in Mr, Asquith’s 
words, or the allies must be in a po- 
sition to exact such securities for 
the maintenance of peace that never 
again can Germany draw the sword 
with hope of success, — ‘Toronto 
Globe. 


Tide of Immigrants 


Hundreds of Settlers are Coming to 
Western Canada 


A growing enthusiasm for the fer- 
tile prairie lands of Western Canada 
is spreading all over the continent. 
This enthusiasm is the recognition of 
the fact that sufficient food could be 
produced on these prairie lands to 
feed the world. From the south, 
east and west, hundreds of men, too 
old for military service, are pouring 
into Western Canada to take up*land 
or to work on the farms, A’ great 
many of the. incoming «settlers have 
arrived at such, central points as 
Calgary, Edmonton, aud Lethbridge, 
Alberta, and at Regina, Moose Jaw 
and Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. Judg- 
ing from the bulk of their. houschold 
effects, the number of their~ horses 
and cattle, and the quantity of im- 
plements they ‘are bringing with 
them, most of the new arrivals also 
seem well blessed with the world’s 
goods. : 

Reports from North Portal, Sas- 
katchewan, Coutts, Alberta, and 
Kingsgate, British Columbia—the 
principal gateways into Western 
Canada from the United States—in- 
dicate that the present influx of 
farmers is:in such volume as has not 
been witnessed for-many years, From 
Vancouver, British Columbia, people 
are going to the prairies for summer 
farm work, many with the intention 
of ‘taking up land themselves at the 
end of the summer. 

The influence of this tide of farm- 
er settlers on, greater food produc- 
tion will be more rapidly appreciated 
when’ itvis considered that the aver- 
age settler ‘takes»up at least twice 
as mucheland as he has hitherto been 
farming+and, land which,. acre for 
acre, produces’ better and larger 
crops,

Reserved Homestead Lands 

‘Honieétedds -held for soldiers ov- 
erseas qnd by men employed in war 
work eat be leased by the govern- 
ment fot the purpose of cultivation.

Increased Hog Production 


Greater Hog Production in Western 
Canada 


The chief and gratifying result of 

the campaign for-greater hog produc- 
tion in Western Canada is that pigs 
are now being kept by many farmers 
who did not previously handle them, 
In most cases they were able to se- 
cure them from their neighbors, but 
about 350 were disposed of by the 
Saskatchewan department of agricul- 
ture, who received applications for 
many more hogs than. could be sup- 
plied by them. 
_ So great was the demand that the 
live stock branch had to abandon the 
intention of keeping a number ot 
sows:on hand until after they had 
farrowed, and:then placing the young 
pigs among the fa.mers. 

The. government of Alberta, 
through the provincial live stock 


commissioner bought at the packing | 


plants and stock yards and kept at 
the exhibition ground at Edmonton, 
330 hogs. The females were all 
grades, but were chosen as being the 
most true to type. Yorkshire, Du- 
roc-Jersey, Berkshire and Poland 
China boars were secured and_ the 
whole stock have been disposed of 
to farmers in the province. 

It is certain that the campaign 
will result in a very large increase 
in the number of hogs in Western 
Canada next fall, 


Increased Acreage 


Large Tracts of Land are Being Cul- 
tivated - 


A consignment of twelve carloads 
of far: equipment, a whole special 
train, which has crossed the border 
recently, is one of the large individ- 
ually owned outfits that are entering 
Western Canada to break and culti- 
vate its farm lands, In it are includ- 
ed twenty-one head of horses, two 
tractors, seven wheat wagons, a full 
complement of plows, disc harrows, 
hay stackers and other implements. 
The owner who comes from Wash- 
ington, will break 5,000 acres near 
Rosebud, Alberta, this summer. The 
two tractors are to be put to work 
for the whole of the spring and sum- 
mer season, 

The above is only one of the large 
tracts of land, previously idle, which 
will be broken and cultivated _ this 
year. A few miles from Lethbridge, 
C. S. Noble has ten of the largest 
steam tractors made, each engaged 
in hauling ten plows and a drag, In 
addition, he has two  gas_ tractors, 
All of these are working at top 
speed and with double shifts. It is 
the intention to break 15,000 acres 
this year and at least 5,000 acres will 
be seeded to flax this season. Mr. 
Noble has been very successful in 
farming on a large scale in Alberta, 
but his present undertaking is 
siderably larger than anything done 
previously by him. It was this farm- 
er who, in 1915, threshed 54,383 bush- 
els of wheat from 1,000 acres of land 
—an average of 54.38 bushels to the 
acre, 

In other parts of Alberta, and in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, several 
large tracts of 1,000 acres or more 
will also be broken this year, ready 
for putting into crop in 1919, and 
these, with the large number of 
smaller pieces, being prepared by 
new settlers and others, should result 
in a further considerable increase in 
the crop area next year, 

Initial steps will be taken soon by 
the provincial department of agri- 
culture for Manitoba for the launch- 
ing of a gigantic greater-production 
campaign throughout the province, 
which will have for its object the 
breaking up of thousands of acres of 
wheat lands now virgin prairie, in 
order to ensure a maximum crop 
acreage in 1919, 


The Big Game Season of 1918 


Not the least of the attractions of 
Western Canada is the opportunity 
for all kinds of sport, especially dur- 
ing the winter months. For big 
game shooting in Saskatchewan 2250 
licenses were issued to residents and 
11 to non-residents last season, and 
of the former 1,650 were issued to 
farmers. The total number killed was 
1,806, made up of 1,215 moose, 152 
elk, 375 deer and 64 caribou, Of the 
licencees, 490 killed 2 animals each, 
and 826 killed one each,

Non-Essential Industries 


The British Method of Dealing With 
Them and With Labor 
Questions 


The policy followed by the British 
government for the regulation of 
non-essential industries eliminates 
many of the difficulties experienced 
by our manufacturers under the 
present inefficacious system. In Eng- 
land all industries are considered 
non-essential that are not directly 
necessary for the successful conduct 
of the war; but becaiise an industry 
is non-essential it is by no means 
discouraged or forbidden, provided 
it does not use materials that are re- 
} quired in some other industry manu- 
facturing war materials. On the con- 
trary, all kinds of businesses have 
been encouraged to go on exactly as 
in peace time, subject only to regu- 
lations relating to raw materials and 
labor; for labor, of course, is: scarce 
in England, and, whenever required 
for the making of war materials, 
must not be spared for non-essential 
industries. The fact, however, that 
all labor is engaged through govern- 
ment employment agencies ‘makes 
the control very simple, and: every 
manufacturer may know on inquiry, 
at all times, exactly where he stands. 

British non-cssential industries 
that require iron or steel, or, in gen- 
eral, any class of metal, are practi- 
cally at a standstill, because all of 
these materials are required for the 
war industries, and there is nothing 
to spare. But even small manufac- 
turers in the machine industries have 
een given war contracts, so that 
their shops are usually well filled 
with work, even if they have been 
forced for the time being to give up 
their regular line of manufacture. 

The» manner in which Great Brit- 
ain has handled the labof., problem 
also points a lesson for us. Both la- 
bor and capital are governed by the 
war munitions act, but this act was 
not adopted by a number of politi- 
cians, Every paragraph in it was 


accepted after it had been 
agreed to by the government 
officials, the manufacturers’  as- 
{sociations and the labor un- 
ions officials in joint conference. 


This act places all factorics making 
war materials theoretically under 
government control, although this 
control is exercised only in case it 
becomes absolutely necessary. Only 
two or three plants have been taken 
this 
act. 

The manufacturers’ of war mater- 
ials agreed that profits should be 
limited to an increase of one-fifth of 
the average profits of the two yéars 
preceding the war. The trade unions 
agreed that in view of the definite | 
limitation put upon profits, the 
wages of the employees should _ re-| 
main fixed at the rates that existed 
at the time the act was passed, with 
the provision, however, that in case 
living expenses went up a_ govern- 
ment committee could award an in- 
crease in wages corresponding to the 
increased cost of living. This ‘in- 
crease in wages applying to all em- 
ployees on.war work is payable by 
the employer, but is recovered by 
him from the government. 

As a result, there have been _ but 
few serious strikes in Great Britain 
since the beginning of the war, and 
none of them has lasted for more 
than a week, or has any of them been 
due to a question of wages.

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'Try Some New Vegetables 


Many Valuable Additions to the 
Vegetable Family > 
Too many farm gardens, largely 


from force of habit, contain only the 
iost common vegetables such as on- 
ions, cabbage, beans, peas, tomatoes, 


cucumbers, beets and some of the 
salad plants as lettuce, mustard and 
turnips. These are all good but 


there are many others which should 
be grown in every garden. Scientific 
growers are bringing out something 
new every season. Many of these 
newacreations are worse than worth- 


less while others are valuable addi- 
tions to the vegetable family and 
should find a place in every home 
gardefi. 

I cannot find a neighbor who 


plants spinach, which is one of our 
most valted salads for early spring 
and one containing valuable medic- 
inal qualities, Spinach may be serv- 
ed in many ways and once tried will 
be preferred to most other salad 
plants. Very few farm gardens have 
an asparagus bed, yet once establish- 
ed, a small bed will furnish an abun- 
dant supply of this most delicious 
vegetable for an indefinite period of 
years, Another salad plant of recog- 
nized worth is the Swiss chard, a 
member of the beet family, but 
grown only for the tops which are 
boiled and seasoned with butter, 
meat drippings, or by cooking with 
a piece of streaked bacon. Okra is 
another vegetable which is seldom 
found growing in farm gardens. We 
fail to understand why more of this 
healthful growth, with its long ten- 
der pods which are delicious pre- 
pared in inany different ways, is not 
used as food since physicians claim 
it as one of our most easily digested 
vegetables, Parsnips, salsify an 
carrots are seldom seen growing in 
country gardens. Rhubarb, or _ pie 
plant, is ready- for the table right 
along. Asparagus is ready for the 
table almost as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground. Both the Geor- 
gia collard and kale make excellent 
greens for early winter use and may 
be stored until spring. It is surpris- 
ing how few people have grown and 
used eggplant. Sliced and fried the 
large purple fruits form a delicacy 
liked by almost everyone, ; 

It is well to include a packet of 
some of these less known garden

The chances are that you 
will be pleased with at least some of 
them and there is fascination in the 
growth, bloom and development of 
mew fruits and vegetables—L.Y. in 
Successful Farming. 


Flax On Old Soil 


Requires a Little Special Attention 
But It Is a Paying Proposition 


The old saying that flax is “hard 
on the land” is lately being disputed 
by a number of authorities. The idea 
arises from the-fact that it is a shal- 
low rooted crop and dries out the 
top layer of soil, thus reducing crop 
yields for a time. The truth of the 
matter is that it does not remove as 
large an amount of the elements of 
fertility as do corn, wheat, oats or 
barley. ; 

Another trouble with flax growing 
in the past has been its susceptibil- 
ity to diseases. If a six or eight 
year rotation is followed, however, 
these can largely be done away with. 
The crop makes an excellent one 
for freshly broken sod but does well 
also after corn, potatoes or other 
cleanly cultivated types. Flax is no 
weed fighter and the cultivation of 
the above named crops conserves 
added moisture for the flax year, | 

Insurance. against fungi of flax dis- 
eases can be made doubly sure by 
the use of clean, healthy seed. By 
the use of the fanning mill much of 
the chaff, light and broken seed, as 
well as shrunken and immature ones 
lean be removed, Home grown sced 
is much safer than that imported as 
well as being better sujted to your 
growing conditions, "Tis true flax 
requires a little special attention but 


it is a paying proposition if that 
cure is given.

{northland. To Mr, Evans, the In- 
dians are indebted for the alphabet 
of syllabic characters utilized as a 
substitute for erdinary letters. And

|wam and tepec. When sixteen years 
|of age Sinclair received the appoint- 
ment of teacher at Norway House. 
| But other ambitions arose within his 
mind, an ardent desire to tell the In- 
dians they, with the white man, are 
inheritors of eternal life. A short 
career of missionary labor demon- 
strated to Sinclair that the vital fea- 
ture requisite was a translation of 
the Bible into native dialect. He was 
confronted with a mighty task, yet, 
nevertheless, Old and New  Testa- 
iments in entirety were eventually 
produced, together with sundry pub- 
lications of the Religious Tract So- 
ciety and a large collection of hymns, 

What a blessing to the Indians of 
the northern wilds the Bible has 
proven! 

“The entrance of Thy word bring- 
eth understanding, it giveth light to 
the simple.” 

How very true! 

And nowhere are the Psalmist’s 
jwords more fittingly illustrated than 
lin the northland latitudes of Canada 
West.

Next to the actual winning of the 
war there is nothing that so much 
concerns the people of Canada at 
the moment as the necessity of pro- 
ducing during the current year the 
argest possible quantity of wheat. 
That there is reason for this con- 
cern there can be no doubt, says the 
Toronto Globe, 

According to the figures compiled 
by the international institute of agri- 
culture, the total yield in  cighteen 
wheat-producing countrics of the 
northern hemisphere in 1917 was in 
both quality and per acre consider- 
ably below the average of the fives 
year period of 1911-15, 

The total yield of wheat in 
cighteen countries, which of 
includes Canada and the United 
States, was  1,868,352,000 bushels, 
whereas the average for the five-ycata, 
period named was 2,183,551,000 bush- 
els, while the average per acre was 
13.83 and 15.61 bushels, respectively. 
But besides the diminished yield 
there is the destructive work of the 
German submarines, which make a 
specialty of at least trying to sink 
wheat-laden ships, thereby still fur- 


these 
course 


ther reducing the quantity required 
by the allicd countries in Europe, 


each of which is a large importer of 
this particular grain. As a_ result 
of these two factors—short crop and 
submarine menace—the situation in 
Great Britain, France and Italy has 
become most serious. 

Canada’s potential possibilities in 
respect to increased production of 
wheat are greater than those of any 
other country in the world, owing to 
the fact that she has by far the 
greatest available area of uncultivat- 
ed land, 

Some years ago Mr. Wim. Saund- 
ers, the then director of Dominion 
Experimental Farms, estimated that 
if one-fourth of the suitable land in 
the west was under cultivation Can- 
ada could annually produce 812,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, sufficient, he 
estimated, to meet the requirements 
of Great Britain and to satisfy the 
needs of the home market even if it 
had a population of thirty million. 

Wheat growing was naturally one 
of Canada’s earliest industries. The 
initial effort was made as long ago 
as 1605, when a field at Annapolis 
Royal, Nova Scotia, was sect apart 
for its cultivation. About the middle 
of the nineteenth century a marked 
development took place in the pro- 
duction of wheat in Canada, the to- 
tal yield in Upper and Lower Cana- 
da-increasing from 4,255,000 bushels 
in 1841 to 16,000,000 in 1851. Of the 
latter quantity 12,092,892 bushels was 
credited to Upper Canada, which led 
one of the United States consuls in 
Canada to report to his government 
at Washington that “there is prob- 
ably no country where there is so 
much wheat grown in proportion to 
population and the area under culti- 
vation as in that part of Canada west 
of Kingston.’ ‘The per capita pro- 


duction in Upper Canada at that 
time was 13,33 bushels. 
Canada’s modern period in wheat 


production began, of course, with the 
active settlement of the Great West. 
Forty-seven years ago the total 
quantity of wheat preduced in the 
Dominion as it then existed was but 
16,723,873 bushe By twenty years 
later it had increased only to 42,144,- 
779, The dawn of the present cen- 
tury saw a yicld of nearly 56,000,000 
bushels. From that time forward 
the developtient was marked, until 
in 1915 the maximum of 393,542,000 
was attained. Owing largely to ad- 
verse climatic conditions, and in part 
to scarcity of labor, the crops of- 
1916 and 1917 were less bountiful, the 
yield being 262,781,000 and  233,742,- 


{000 bushels, respectively, although as 


far as the latter w oncerned there 
Was some compensation in the fact 
that what it lacked in quantity was 
made up in qv .lity, being in this re- 
spect the best on record, From the 
standpoint of per capita the yield was 
291-5 busheis, compared with about 
49 in 1915. In the United States last 
year the yicld was 614 bushels per 
capita. 

That a more than usually strenu- 
ous effort will be made in Canada 
this year to increase the production 
of wheat there can be no doubt, its 
necessity as a foctor in winning the 
war being generally recognized — by 
farmers throughout the Dominion, 
Labor is still scarce, but tractors and 
other classes of farm machinery are 
more numerous. It is estimated that 
in the West the increase in acreage 
will be about twenty per cent.

Canadians probably do not realize 
the extent to which wheat is being 
saved in the United States. It is not 
a case over there of an occasional 
wheatless meal; 
being made to induce the nearest 
possible approach to total  abstin- 
ence. In a recent statement by the 
federal food board, the American 
public was urged to depend wholly 
upon corn, which is now available in 
large quantities. “It is believed that 
during tlie last cighteen months the 
milling capacity for corn flour has 
increased 500 per cent.” the board de- 
clares, “If the American people 
would give up wheat flour entirely 
there would be an abundance of corn- 
meal, with what corn flour is avail- 
able, to care for all our needs until 
pfter the next harvest.”

Wilful Waste of Food 


Canada Food Board Will Deal Se- 
verely With Offenders 


‘ 

Wilful waste of any food or food 
{Products or waste resulting from 
jcarelessness or from imperfect stor- 
age facilities, has been made illegal 
and subject to penalties by order of 
the Canada food board. By the 
terms of this order, responsibility is 
laid upon private citizens to see that 
ho food is lost by being kept too 
long or kept in improper conditions. 
If a private citizen has reason to be- 
lieve that a cold storage warchouse, 
store, restaurant or hotel is wasting 
food in any way, lic has now the op- 
portunity of making a complaint to 
the municipal authorities with. the 
knowledge that the law is behind 
him, At a time like this, when food 
is so scarce in the world and so high 
in price even in Canada where com- 
parative abundance still prevails, it 
is the positive duty of the private cit- 
izen to uphold the law against waste 
and to carry out the full spirit of the 
law in his own household and in his 
own daily routine. 

In the past it has been the habit of 
many people to complain bitterly 
about lack of regulations in regard 
to warte and to lay responsibility 
upon the Dominion government, The 
constant remark was “Why does not 
the government do something?” The 
cold storage in some far off city like 
Winnipeg would develop some im- 
perfection and some thousands of 
pounds of food would be spoiled 
then immediately would arise the 
question, “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment do something?” The fact that 
local initiative might “do something” 
was slow to occur to many good 
people. The new order against 
waste makes it abundantly clear that 
the government has “done some- 
thing.” It has, in fact, done all it 
could without creating special and 
expensive machincry to do more, It 


has followed the principle of local 
entorcement and the decentraliza- 
tion of authority, It has _ provided 


stif fines tor those who break the 
law against waste of food and it has 
provided that prosecutions be under- 
taken by local officers. Thus, if the 


municipal health inspector or any 
municipal ofticer discovers waste in 
a local cold storage warchouse, he 


lays the charge before a police mag- 
istrate or two justices of the peace 
and, securing a conviction, secures

Making ( Cream Cheese - 


A Suitable and Remunerative Meth- 
od of Marketing Cream 


At some time or other during their 
career, most dairy farmers have ex- 
perienced difficulty in marketing their 
produce satisfactorily. The trouble 
may have been because of a poor de- 
mand for the product, or the quality 
may have been below. the standard. 

The dairy produce from the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Agassiz, B.C., has 
been sold in a number of different 
ways, one of the most satisfactory of 
which is in the form of cream cheese. 
The cream cheese appears to be the 
most popular soft cheese. It is easily 
made on the farm and requires: very 
little special apparatus. The labor 
and cost of making and packing are 
small, so that the manufacture is 
well suited for any producer within 
a reasonable distance from a mar- 
ket. It is a suitable and remunera- 
tive method of marketing cream. 
During cool weather we have been 
able to keep this cheese for a week 
or ten days without any appreciable 
deterioration in flavor, but as evap- 
oration is going on continually, the 
cheese, unless originally made over- 
weight, will not be up to the stand- 
ard weight at the end of this time. 
It is therefore advisable to place i+ 
on the market as soon as possible 
after completion. 

The market yet is limited, but 
the demand apy s to be increasing. 
We have sold during the past twelve 
months 5,420 of these cheeses in the 
city of Vancouver. The wholesale 
price obtained is 15c¢ each, whicn 
amounts to $813 for the product dur- 
ing the past year, Each cheese 
weighs six ounces and approximately 
ten dozen are now being manufac- 
tured weekly from 170 pounds’ of 
twelve per cent. cream, This brings 
a return of ninety cents per pound 
butterfat for the cream, with the 
whicy retained for feeding purposes. 

The shape of the cheese is cylin- 
drical, from one to one and a halt 
inches deep and three inches in dia- 
meter. When moulding, the cheese 
is pressed into a cheesecloth covet 
and when ready for shipment is in- 
ased in a neat cardboard carton, It 
is a cheap cheese and a conyenient 
size for table use, Pienicers have 
found it a suitable substitute for 
teat as a fillimg for sandwiches. It 
is also found to be very delicious and 

slatable when served with lettuce, 
celery, or any of the various kinds 
of vegetable salad. 

The method of manufacture is con- 
cisely described in Exhibition 
cular No, 23, which may be obtained 
for the asking from any of the Ex- 
perimental Farms, — Experimental 
Farms Note.

It is a fact that since the 
war the C lian exportation of but- 
ter, cheese and condensed milk has 
increased enormous! is evident 
from the following figures: 

Cheese, 1913, 115,216,000 pounds; 
1917, 180,733,426 pounds; Butter, 1913, 
828,232 pounds; 1917, 7,990,000; Con- 
densed milk, 1913, 335,849 pounds; 
1917, 15,858, 00 pounds. 

Previous to the war the importa- 
tion of butter into Canada was larg- 
er than the exporation of butter from 
this country, In 1913 Canada’s total 
imports of butter amounted to 7,- 
989,000 pounds; in 1917 importation 
into Canada dropped to 997,000 
pounds, 

As the Hon, T. A. Crerar, minis- 
ter of agriculture recently pointed 
out: “There is no doubt that during 
the period of the war and for several 
years after the war, our dairy indus- 
try will have a splendid market at 
remunerative prices, Figures go to 
show that the regulations governing 
the sale of oleomargarine in _ this 
country have in no way injured the 
dairy industry.” 

Vegetette. Glad to know you are 
turning garden plans over in your 
mind and that you will soon be turn- 
ing over the soil, You have the 
right war-time idea.

Should Grow Peas 


Splendid Summer Pasture for Young 
Pigs and Easy to Grow 
The high price at which peas have 


sold on the market for the last two 
years has given a decided impetus to 


their production, Canadian produe- 
tion in 1917 exceeded the previous 
year by nearly a million bushels. 


This is as it should be. The produc- 
tion of peas is lower than that of any 
of the cereals. Insect pests, diseas 
and the low price decreased the pro- 
duction of this important legume 
Previous to the war, but since then, 
duc to the rapidly rising price of the 
last three years, the acreage has 
been greatly increased, especially in 
the provinces of Quebec, Saskatcine- 
wan and Alberta, When we consid- 
er the numerous ways in which one 
can utilize this crop either in ‘the 
seed or on the vine it is surprising 
that pea growing has not received an 
even greater impetus than it did last 
scason, 

Split peas and whole peas, especi- 
ally in Canada, occupy a prominent 
place in human dict in that delect- 
able food, pea soup. Pea meal is a 
very proteinaceous food, excellent 
or use in a balanced ration for 
stock-feeding purposes, furnishing as 
it does a low priced concentrate, 
Considering the high price of con- 
centrates, the farmer who has a crop 
of pea | that he can convert into pea 
meal, is doing much to free himself 
from danger of exploitation at the 
hands, of feed dealers, Unthreshed 
peas are of great value for sheep 
feeding purposes, being an ideal win- 
ter roughage for breeding ewes, 
while they are likewise an excellent 
feed for young cattle, They can also 
be successfully grown with oats and 
ensiled, furnishinggwhere corn can- 
not be. grown one of the most valu- 
able silage foods, or again the same 
mixture can be cured as hay and ‘fed 
with profit throughout the winter. 
As a summer pasturage for hogs, 
they return profitable gains, an acre 
of peas forming a most valuable ad- 
junct to the summer ration coming 
in at a time when the young shoats 
are able to make the use of this kind 
of feed. 


The successful culture 


of peas is 


largely a matter of climate, Being 
a legume instead of a cereal, they 
are classed among those crops 
known as soil improvers. While 


they do not do their best on light 
soil, particularly during a period of 
dry weather, yet almost any heavy, 
well drained soil that has not been 
robbed of its virgin fertility will pro- 
duce a good crop. ‘The best results 
are obtained by putting them on sod 
land which has been ploughed the 
previous autumn and thoroughly top- 
worked before seeding. 


Peas cannot be sown as early as 
wheat or oats, owing to the tender- 
ness of the young vines, which a late 
spring frost is apt to damage scri- 
ously, also the cold and dampness 
of the seed bed ,may cause a rotting 
of the seed, It is impossible to give 
an exact date when it is desirable to 
start pea seeding, but this is a gen- 
eral rule that may be followed: If 
you have sown your wheat on the 
earliest date possible, the seeding of 
peas may be commenced from 10 to 
14 days afterwards. This rule might 
be modified in certain localities, de- 
pending entirely on the local weather 
conditions. 
We would recommend farmers 
who are in extreme northern dis- 
tricts, and who are desirous of try- 
ing out peas, to start in a-small way. 


As peas are subject to severe  in- 
jury from frost both in the late 
spring and early autumn, it would 


be poor advice to recommend any 
farmer who is situated north of the 
50th parallel in the eastern provinces 
and north of the 53rd parallel in the 
prairie provinces, to sow a_ large 
acreage until he is certain that they 
will escape late spring and early 
fall frosts. 
The many ways in which one can 
utilize a few acres of p with pro- 
fit should tend to make this one of 
our most popular crops instead of 
occupying, as it docs, a lower place 
than any of the Canadian cereals. 
There are no cultural difficulties to 
discourage the farmer, while the 
chicf insect pest, the weevil, can al- 
ways be successfully controlled by 
the sulphite treatment, 
There is a large place for peas in
